Thc gov- 
ernment, then, must either use ite creditor 
resoitto direct taxation. Direct taxation 
was the method adopted by England at the 
commencement of tha Crimean war. 
The 


income tax was doubled 
The idea of the 


chancellor of the exchequer then was that 
the war should be maintained nnd carried 
out without any augmentation of the nation- 
al debt, and it was to a large extent realized. 
The United States, however, cannot accom- 
plish this with the same facility. 
Direct 


taxation for federal puiposcs would be a 
new thing to our people, and its novelty 
would make it all thc more unpopular.— 
Neither is the country in the prosperous con- 
dition that England-was; directly the re- 
verse. • And as;ain, the collection of the 
direct tax would be impracticable in the "se- 
ceded states" until after the war was closed, 
while it is flnrimj the war that the money 
is neede'd. 
Those States, too, will be so im- 


poverished and exhausted whcn the war 
ends that it would bYe quite impossible for 
them to meet^ a heavy direct tax. 
The 


cdcral government cannot, the'n, hope to 
supply its immediate necessities from any 
such source. f Its only resort is to make the 
>est of its credit.
